VIOLENCE ON SOUTHERN CAMPUSES 

The recent riots at three 
southern schools is an indi¬ 
cation of the increased 
pression and exploitation of 
the people of the U. S. Within 
the Neqro nation in the South 
fj ack son State Co 11 ege in 
jsek^on, Mississippi) and the 
torder cities of the Negro 
nation (Nashville, joi^tiessee 
aid Houston, jexas) there is 
ar denial of the most element¬ 
al bourgeois democratic 
ri gh ts an d 1 i ttl e p retext o f 
such rights. Similar to riots 
and uprisings in other areas 
of the country, these riots 
were sparked by increased po¬ 
lice harassment added to the 
usual problems of oppression 
and exploitation. 

The main participants in 
diese riots were sections of 
th e p etty-bou rgeo i s i e (even 
students from working class 
backgrounds generally express 
the views and aspirations of 
ttre petty-bou rgeo i si e) . Among 
this section of the popula¬ 
tion of the Negro nation and 
surrounding areas, orqaniiai— 
tions such as SNCC, CORE^ aid 
other Uncle To m "civil 
ri ght sf ■ 0 rgan i za ti on s h ave 
their base and do their agit¬ 
ation. "Integration" and "non 
“Violence", as methods of 
resolving the problems of 
cap i tal I sm, h avi been proven 
to be completely bankrupt. 


thus the Uncle Tom orqaniza^ 
ti on s pu t fo r th " m i 1 i tan t" 
anarchi st-ref ormi st slogans 
as a cover for their bankrupt, 
po s i t i 0 n 5 0 f faith in the 
capitalist system. C0RE and 
^ICC are playing the same 
role» that they played in the 
integration tragedy -i con4 
tainment of the oppressed and 
spreading the view of abi ding 
fiai th i n U. S. imp e ri al i sm an a 
leading the people to slaugh¬ 
ter. 

The agitation of SNCC and 
0 th er p e tty-.bo u rg eo i s o rq an - 
izations has recently led to 
the murder of a worker in 
Jackson, Mississippi (May 10, 
1967 at Jackson State Col¬ 
lege) and the jailing and 
beating of several hundred 
vorkers and students. jTher^ 
has been and can be no other 
resul t s obt al n ed. 

After the provocations by 
both the p'ofice an^d SNCC, 
the students had no 
choice Out to defend Them¬ 
selves against the poT.i ce at-“ 
tack . Yet in the midst of the 
defense, the Rev. Mr.. Ki.rkpat-' 
rick, who sold out the Dea¬ 
cons for Self-^Defense in 
Jonesbo ro,Loui si an a in 1965, 
was used by the ruling class 
to attempt to have the stu;^, 
dents surrender to the viol 
enceof several hundred pol-^ 
ice who were armed t<iJ. the 
teeth. Havina failed in his

the proletariat as a whole in the course of successfully 
completing the initial stages of the revolution, i.e., to¬ 
wards the seizure of state power. How is this to be done? 

THE TRAINING OF CADRE 

in order to overthrow the capitalist system, we must build 
a revolutionary proletarian Party and train cadrdb with a' 
view of develop ing as many ptrofessional revolutionaries as 
possible and h^e an organization capable of recruiting 
workers of the necessary calibre and developing them; this 
must be our special p o1 i ti-cal and organizational objective. 

AGITATION 

In the struggle t6 build a militant revol ut ion a rv p rol et¬ 
ari an Party, it is necessary to draw the clearest line of 
demarcation between ourselves and the enemy (U. S- imperial¬ 
ism in this easel. We must use every event, every attack onj 
the people and the Party to expose the true nature of the 
capitalist system and to draw the necessary political con-; 
elusions as to what occurred and what must be done. 

POLEMICS 

In dealing with the imperialists, we must also expose 
their lackeys and would-be lackeys and differentiate our 
political position from theirs. The revisionists and Trot¬ 
skyites are enemies^of the working class; their Ideas and 
views are bourgeois and anti-working class in the disguise 
of being "revolutionary" md "anti-imperi al i st ■. Along with 
the revisionist C. P. and the Trotsky! te S.W.P-, there exists 
the opportunist and concM iationi st posi tion of the P.L.P., 
which must also be expoetd as dangerous to, and against the 
interests of the working class.

TROTSKY- IMPERIALIST AGENT

The lesson of Trotsky’ s 
degeneration from opportunism 
to outright service for im¬ 
perial ism must be studied.

Ryazanov described the partj 
he played at the Congress of j 
19 03 as that of 'len in’s trun-i 
cheon". At the end of 1903 
Trotsky was an ardent Menshe¬ 
vik, i.e., one who deserted 
the ISKRA-ists for the "Econ¬ 
omists"; he proclaimed that 
"there is a deei3 gulf between 
the old and the new 1 SK RA. " 
In 190 4-05 he left the Men¬ 
sheviks and began to vacil- 
(ate, at one moment collabor¬ 
ating with Martynov (the 
"Economist"), and at another 
pro claiming the absurdly 
"Left" theory of "permanent 
revol ution- -- 

During the period of dis¬ 
integration, after long "non 
-f act! on al " vaci I I ati on s, he 
again shifted to the Right, 
and in August 1912 entered 
into a bloc with the liquid¬ 
ators. Now he is again aban¬ 
doning them, repeating how¬ 
ever, what jn essencj are 
their pet ideas, (p- 206-^208}-

Some Bolsheviks think that 
Trotskyism is a faction of 
communism - one which makes 
mistakes, it is true, which 
does many foolish things, is 
sometimes even anti-Soviet, 
but which, nevertheless, is a 
faction of communism..

.attitude towards the Trotsky¬ 
ites and Tro tsk y i te-th i nk in g 
people.

As a 
matter of fact, Trotskyism 
has long since ceased to be a 
faction of communism. As a 
matter of fact, Trotskyism is

which is fighting communism, 
fighting the Soviet govern¬ 
ment, fighting the building 
of social I sm in the U. S- S. R. 

Who gave the counter-revo¬ 
lutionary bourgeoisie an ide¬

I At the convention of th® 
skilled trades section of the 
United Auto Workers (UAI»5 in 
Atlantic Qity (March, 19 671 
and here at the UAW special 
convention, UAW President 
Walter Reutner aqain reiter¬ 
ated "his" plan for a guaran¬ 
teed annual wage for all auto 
workers in the forthcoming 
contract negotiations with 
General Motors and the rest 
of the automobile manufactur¬ 
ers- The "Guaranteed Annual 
Wage" is a way of laying off 
wbn<ers, but buying off thel r 
discontent by paying their 
salary for the balance of the 
contractual year- 

Th i s "so 1u11 on " to the 
problem of automation under 
capitalism is far less costly 
to the capitalists than would 
be work stoppages created by 
nation-wide strikes of work¬ 
ers in opposition to the job 
reduction- This new soTIution, 
in the guise of the workers' 
own proposition, is just what 
the bouraeolsie needs in 
order to Keep the workers 
under control. 

The main strikes over the 
past few years have been pri- 
marlly strikes of skilled

domination of the Second International was mainly a pe riuq 
of the formation and trai ni ng of the p rol etari an pol i ti cal 
armies under conditions of more or less peaceful development- 
It was a period of parliamentarism as thep redom i nan t f o rm 
of the class struggle. Questions of great class conflicts , 
o f p rep aring the p rol etari at fo r great clashes, of the means 
of achieving the dictatorship of the' proletariat, did not 
seem to be on thd order of the day at that time. The task 
was confined to utilising all means of legal development for 
the purpose of forming and training the p rol etari an ami es, 
to utilising parliamentarism in conformity with the condi¬ 
tions under which the status of the proletariat remained, 
and, as it seemed, had to remain, that of an opposition. It 
scarcely needs proof that in such a period and with such a 
conception of the tasks of the proletariat there could be 
neither an integral strategy nor any elaborated tactics. 
Jhere were fragmentary and detached ideas about tactics and 
strategy, but no tactics or strategy as such. 

The mortal sin of the Second International was not that it 
pursued at that time the tactics of utilising parliamentary 
forms of struggle, but that it overestimated the importance 
of these forms. ,that it considered them virtually the only 
forms;;, and thai^when the period of open revolutionary bat¬ 
tles set in and the question of extra-parliamentary forms of 
struggle came to the fore, the parties of the Second Inter¬ 
national turned their backs on these new tasks, refused to 
shou 1 der them- 

Only in the su bseque nt p er iod, th e period of direct action 
'Ey th e p rol "^a rl a T,' th e per iod of p ro 1 e t a fi ah * re vo TFE i on, 
when the question of overthrowing the bourgeoisje be came a 
question of i mmedi ate p racti cal action; when the question of 
the reserves of the proletariat (strategy) became one of the 
most burning questions; when all forms of struggle and of 
organization, parliamentary and extra-parliamentary (tac- 
_tics), had quite clearly manifested themselves - only in 
this period could an integral strategy and elaborated tac¬ 
tics for the struqgl e of the p rol etari at be worked out- It 
was precisely in this period that Lenin brought out into the 
1 i ght of day the bri 11 i ant i deas of Marx and Engel s on tac- 
'tics and strategy that had been suppressed by the opportune 
i sts of the Second International . But Lenin did not confine 
il' ^se J f to Te sto ring pa rti cuI ar tact! cal proposi tions of 
Mahx and Engel<s. He developed them further and suppfementeU. 
them with new Ideas and propositions, combining them all' 
into a system of rules and guiding principles for the lead¬ 
ership of the class struggle of th e p ro 1 etari at. Lenin’s: 
pamphlets, such as what Is To Be Done?, Two Tactics, laper-j 
ialism, The State and Revolution, The Proletarian Revolutionj 
and the Renegade Kautsky, '^.eft—Wing” Communism, undoubted-j 
ly const! tute p ri cel ess contributions to the general treas-j 
iury of Marxism, to its revolutionary arsenal. The strategy! 
and tactics of Leninism constitute the science of leadership 
in the revolutionary struggle of the proletariat,.

leading organs and leading 
cadres at all levels- 

"And among the masses and 
their organizations, exten¬

"The movement of extensive 
democracy under the command 
of Mao Tse-tung’s thought has 
been sweeping through the 
length and breadth of the 
country with the momentum of 
an avalanche. Together with 
the revolutionary young peo¬ 
ple, hundreds of millions of 
workers, peasants, and sol¬ 
diers are being aroused. The 
handful of Party persons in 
authority who are taking the 
capitalist road and the mon¬ 
sters and demons in society 
are being dragged out one by 
one into the light of day and 
being exposed for all to see." 

After r e,v i e w^i n g the. 
achievements of t n e Red 
Guards as the shock force in 
the Great Proletarian Cultur¬ 
al Revolution, Li Kuan-chang 
went on to draw the distinc¬ 
tion between the democracy of 
the exploiting classes and 
the extensi ve democracy now 
being practiced |n China. 

•Chairman Mao lias told us, 

' Freedom and democracy do not 
exist in the abstract, only 
in the concrete. In a society 
rent by class struggle, if 
there is freedom for the ex-* 
plotting classes to exploit 
the working people, there is 
no freedom for the working 
people not to be exploited, 
and if there is democracy for 
the bourgeoisie, there is no 
democracy for the proletariat 
and other working people,' 


"The democracy of the ex¬ 
ploiting classes is sham de¬ 
mocracy. It is hypocritical, 
for it is democracy enjoyed 
by only a handful in society 
— the ruling class, a minor¬ 
ity which oppresses the maj’- 
ority. Under the magnificent 
signboard of ’democracy’, the 
broad masses of the working 
people enjoy no rights in 
life and no freedom until 
death, while the exploiting 
classes build their paradise 
on the corpses of the poor. 

"The extensive democracy we 
practice today is extensive 
democracy under the dictator - 
ship of the proletariat, and 
is true proletarian democracy 
on a scale never practiced 
before. This is the latest 
development of Chairman Mao’s 
mass line and a new manifesta¬ 
tion of the I mastery\“of Mao 
Tse—tung’s thought by hun¬ 
dreds of millions of people- 
"Bevolutionary practice 
tells us that without eutten— 
sive democracy, a genuine 
Great Proletarian Cultural 
Revolution which affects peo¬ 
ple to the ver 3 r depths of 
their being i^ impossible to 

f revent the usurpation of the 
eadership of the Party and 
the state by the counteir-rev¬ 
olutionary revisionists and 
the degeneration of the di(?.- 
tatorship of the proletariat 
into the dictatorship of the 
bourgeoisie. 

"Without extensive prolet¬ 
arian democracy^ tens of 
millions of working people 
will be dragged back into the 
foul abyss of the old 
s ociety. 

"Oiir extensive democracy is 
democracy under the guidance 
of Mao Tser^-tung’s thought. 
When the masses hold differ¬ 
ing views, it is necessary 
for both sides to present the 
facts and reason things out 
in debate in order to come to 
sagreement . One side must not 
force its views on the other. 

’’^4mong the ranks of the 
people, if someone claims the 
right to express his own 
views, but does not allow 
others to express different 
views, he is going against 
the principle of extensive 
^proletarian democracy. 

"Our extensive democracy is 
extensive democracy under the 
dictatorship of the proletar - 
iat. It is obvious that with¬ 
out the consolidation of the 
dictatorship of the proletarf* 
iat there can be no extensive 
democracy. 

"Every revolutionary among 
us must become skilled in ob¬ 
serving and studying the 
trends in different classes 
and different phenomena. We 
must see through the intrigues 
and tricks of our class enem¬ 
ies, must cut off the mon- 
s truous counter-^revolutioTiary 
claw^s by which our class en¬ 
emies snatch at the revolu¬ 
tionary people, and must en¬ 
force the dictator ship, of the 
proletariat- "
